Claims 1, 3, 7, & 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being anticipated by Lovekin 731,194 (newly cited) . 

Lovekin shows a tube I having an entrance and/or exit k 
having a chamfer, which appears to be a section of a 
circle, having a smooth transition from the entrance to 
central bore K. (Lovekin shows the tube having side grooves 
J, but these grooves may be omitted (page 2, lines 23-24)) . 
Although Lovekin does not describe this tube as a ball 
sizer for a paintball gun, it includes all structure 
claimed and could be used for this purpose with no 
structural change .
